This in- 
cludes 155 bombers capable of 
reaching the United States with- 
out refueling.

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The Voices of Violence 


We sympathize with the white couple in 


Milwaukee, who were victimized and 
threatened by two Negro youths. But we 
have no sympathy at all for the advice 
given to them by Judge Christ Seraphim. 


The threat of violence to both black and 


white especially in our larger cities has 
prompted a resort to weapons for defense. 
In some cities there are marksmanship 
classes for housewives. The sale of guns to 
both black and white has increased in many 
areas. Concern has prompted both strong 
backing of and almost hysterical opposition 
to gun control laws. The Christian Science 
Monitor suggested editorially that the time 
had come for all guns to be prohibited in 
the nation except those needed by law 
enforcement officials. 


But Judge Seraphim advised the threat- 


ened couple to get themselves a gun and be 
prepared to use it if necessary to defend 
their property. 


Daniel P. Moynihan. director of the 


M.I.T.-Harvard Joint Center for Urban 
Studies and former Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, warns 
against "the descent 
to 


violence as a way of life" and the growing 
tendency to make violence inevitable and 
acceptable. He flatly states in a recent 
article that "there must be a stop to this 


How Hof Is the Trail? 


The implication given by Attorney 


•General Ramsey Clark that he and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation were hot 
on the trail of the killer of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., may have been justified 
during the widespread Negro violence 
following the killing. But if the trail is 
really a cold and confused one, misleading 
statements can only serve to make things 
worse in the long run. 


There has been a considerable amount 


of confusion which may be due to anxiety 
over bringing the killer to justice in order 
to slow down the riots. The FBI first issued 
an arrest warrant for Eric Starvo Gait and 
then quickly withdrew it. It announced that 
there was no evidence of conspiracy in the 
killing but a few days later stated that Gait 
had indeed conspired with his brother. 
Finally 
the FBI came out with 
the 


information that Gait was really one James 


trend toward violence and in particular an 
immediate and passionate objection to any 
voice that gives aid and comfort to the 
present drift of events." It is bad enough 
that a man like Stokely Carraichael gives 
such aid and comfort when he advises 
Negroes to get a gun and take a honkey 
with them. But it is more disturbing when 
a man in Judge Seraphim's position gives 
almost the same advice to a white couple. 


If the nation continues on this course 


toward a rifle hanging over every fireplace, 
loaded for quick use. we can begin to say 
that our experiment in government has 
failed. At this point we tend to believe that 
those who advocate a resort to deadly- 
weapons — whether one is white or black 
— are already saying that our democracy is 
a failure. And when a man whose responsi- 
bility it is to uphold the law through due 
process in the courts advises Americans to 
be prepared to shoot it out with other 
Americans, we must seriously question his 
qualifications for that office. 


Like Mayor Richard Daley's later modi- 


fied opinion that the police should shoot to 
kill looters and arsonists, Judge Seraphim's 
advice probably is the result of frustration 
and anger. But we expect better judgment 
from leaders in the nation. 


Earl Ray according to fingerprints found in 
connection with the King slaying.

But if an 
arrest is not made of the suspected killer 
before too long, Negroes can quite reason- 
ably suspect that they were once again 
being misled by the white establishment. 
Such a lack of confidence could be far 
more damaging to future relations than the 
temporary angers that erupted in the cities 
after the slaying. 


The New Policy in Vietnam 


Secretary of Defense Clark Clifford told 


delegates to the American Newspaper 
Publishers meeting in New York that "the 
increased effectiveness of the South Viet- 
namese 
government 
and its 
fighting 


forces" means that the United States can 
gradually 
turn 
over more and more 


responsibility for the war to the South 
Vietnamese. But it seems rather apparent 
that the change in policy originated in 
Washington rather than through the perfor- 
mance of the South Vietnamese. 


United States officials in Vietnam have 


worked toward better equipping and train- 
ing the Vietnamese troops. But until lately 
it seems to have been a somewhat half- 
hearted effort. The Vietnamese were not 
supplied with the latest weapons — the 
M16 rifles, grenade launchers, machine 
guns and mortars — in anywhere near 
enough numbers. Vietnamese troops, like 
those in South Korea, had complained for 
some time that the Communists had better 
weapons. The largely unchecked corruption 
among some South Vietnamese officials 
meant that such supplies might be side- 
tracked into the black market or even to 
the Viet Cong so there was something less 
than enthusiasm in 
spending American 


money for Vietnamese equipment. The lack 
of morale among some Vietnamese troops 
also contributed to this lack of confidence 
in their ability or willingness to fight. 
Various reports came back of Vietnamese 
refusing to come to the aid of their fellows, 
the casualty lists reflected the primary 
American role and Australian officers made 
It clear that they didn't want the support of 
the unreliable Vietnamese. 


So it seems a little doubtful that- 


suddenly — just as the Tet offensive 
exploded. Clark Clifford 
took over as 


Secretary of Defense, and General West- 
moreland requested more than 200,000 
additional American troops — the South 
Vietnamese have turned into a capable 
fighting force. 


The change really came about because 


of an agonizing review cf the war and its 
ramifications at the highest echelons in 
Washington. Secretary Dean Rusk insists 
that such a review is continually going on. 
But it is clear that the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese attacks in February in the 
large cities, the isolation of Khe Sanh, the 
military recommendations of what it would 
take for the United States to win the war, 
and the fear that any South Vietnamese 
infrastructure was collapsing from within, 
brought about a much more comprehensive 
review. Former 
Secretary 
of Defense 


Robert McNamara left his post and the New 
Hampshire primary convinced President 
Johnson of the extent of the opposition to 
the war in the nation. These are the factors 
that have suddenly made the 
South 


Vietnamese more reliable. 


And oddly enough a growing responsi- 


bility may actually come out of the review 
which happened six thousand miles from 
Saigon. As some Administration critics 
have said for a long time, the government 
of South Vietnam had to be convinced that 
it must bear more responsibility for both 
the military struggle and for winning the 
allegiance of the peasants. It will make the 
serious attempt to do so only when 
convinced that the United States is not 
going to continue "to do more and more," 
as Secretary Clifford put it. 


The change in American policy may be 


primarily political in an election year to 
lessen criticism of the Johnson Administra- 
tion. It still appears that American troops 
are doing most of the fighting. The South 
Vietnamese simply may not be able to 
muster the will and determination 
to 


defend their country against both the 
North Vietnamese and dissident South 
Vietnamese. If peace talks include the 
National Liberation Front, the current 
rulers in Saigon may already be on the way 
out. The change in American policy may 
indeed be merely an attempt to get out of 
Vietnam as soon as possible with some 
amount of honor.

proposed the retirement of 
Earl Warren -and John McCor- 
mack. Inslead, he chose the 
bill of attainder route, neglect- 
ing even a ritual compliment 
to a man who during the fifly 
years of his mosl dislinguished 
career in the executive branch 
of governmenl has been less 
susceptible to moral and intel- 
lectual corruption lhan one 
aspiring politician s h o w e d 
himself to be over a single 
weekend.

Prepare Sand Bed 


With the sand bed prepared, 


you're ready to place the bricks. 
Be certain to use a brick that is 
burned hard to withstand expo- 
sure to the weather. There are 
three major patterns in which 
the brick can be laid. One is a 
"running" pattern in which the 
units are simply lapped. This is 
the easiest pattern to lay. Then 
there's the "basketweave," a 
pattern created by placing two 
brick units at right angles to 
two other units. Finally, there's 
the "herringbone" pattern in 
which each unit is butted up to 
a unit placed at right angles. A 
chisel or a brick "set" can be 
used to cut or break bricks.

'Despise War' 


Then, in an addition to his 


prepared text, he said: 


'There are mothers and 


fathers in every land—and I 
am one of those fathers and 
she (Mrs. Johnson, who ac- 
companied him) is one of 
those mothers—who despise 
war as their children despise 
it. 


"I will devote all my days, 


all my powers and all my 
energies to winning the peace 
that is the prayer of every 
single American family."
